noon four dead had been taken from the mine of ths Wheeling 
Steel Corporation at Benwood. where 104 men were trapped 
by an explosion at 7:10 o'clock this morning. 
Two of the 


men were taken out by members' of the 
Pittsburgh 
mine 


rescue crew who arrived at noon, from the Benwood entry 
of the mine and were In a mine motor, apparently headed for 
the open. 


They were burned beyond recognition. Two other bodle* 


were recovered *t the same time from the Boggs Run open- 
Ing of the mine several miles away. The men also were dead 
and mutilated. 


Rescuers who have penetrated 2,200 feet thru the mass of 


twisted timbers and rock, report no trace of living men. Tom 
Bens, a veteran miner and who worked the mine last night, 
gave it as his opinion today after viewing the bodies of ths 
four dead men, that none would be found alive in the mine.
